HELSINKI, Dec. 28 (AP).—Fin- 
land's defensive invasion of Soviet 
Russia was broadened today by a 
second thrust toward the Mur- 
mansk railway, supply artery for 
Red invaders in the Far North.

‘Paralleling the movement of ski 
patrols from Lieksa, Finns were re- 


ported advancing into Soviet terri- 
tory toward the railway in the 
Salla area, where the line runs 
within 45 miles of the border. 

Patrols crossed the frontier in 
the “waistline” area “without in- 
tention of invasion but because of 
tectical necessity in view of mili- 
tary conditions within the coun- 
try, said a Finnish source. They 
were said to be bent on tactics 
similar to those of Lawrence of 
Arabia in the World War—swift 
forays to find weakly “guarded 
stretches of track, then a dyna- 
miting and withdrawal before op- 
posing forces could reach the 
scene. 

The Red army was reported pre- 
viously to have been driven back 50 
miles in the Salla sector, about 230 
miles north of Lieksa, point of the 
first Finnish invasion of Russia. 

Northeast of Lieska, the Finnish 
communique today said, the Red 


forces had been “pushed across the 


frontier.” The battle was reported 
to be continuing on Russian soil. 
Fighting on Frozen Lake. 

Bitter fighting on the Karelian 
Isthmus, particularly on the ice of 
lake Suvanto. was reported by the 
communique which said many Rus- 
flan dead were left on the frozen 
lake. The Suvanto battle contin- 
ned fighting in which Russians 
and Finns met hand-to-hand yes- 
terday. 

Russian forces first crossed Lake 
Suvanto, at the eastern edge of 
the Karelian Isthmus, on Tuesday 
but were said to have been beaten 
back with the loss of two compa- 
nies.

Snow-blanketed St. Louis was 
smoke-blinded this morning, by the 
twenty-first atmospheric. pall in 
the 68 days since Oct. 31, The 
smoke curtain, one of the seasons 
thickest, shut out light from above 
in the usual manner, but the snow 
tended to relieve the gloom at the 
ground level. There was an admix- 
ture of fog, the Weather Bureau re- 
ported. 

Up to 7:30 o'clock, the overhead 
blackness was chiefly east of 
Grand boulevard. Suburban resi- 


dents who turned their backs on 
the still shining moon and started 
east saw the darkness awaiting 
them. By the time Taylor avenue 
was reached, most motorists had 
turned their lights on, and the real 
problems in driving, and breathing, 
came in the central area. 
Between 8 and 9, the pall drifted 
west, first te Union boulevard and 
then to Parkview and University 
City, where the darkness appeared 
to many persons the most intense 
of the present smoke season. Kings- 
ighway and Lindell boulevards 
lost their skylines, and the largest 
buildings, Park Plaza Hotel, the 
Cathedral and the Masonic and St. 
Louis University structures, could 
be traced only at close range and in 
dim outline. 

On Express Highway. 
The express highway had its own 
extension of the smoke-fog belt, 
with a plunge into semidarkness 
about Tamm avenue, and a lighten- 
ing of the cloud east of Walsh Sta- 
dium. 
Along Olive street, east of Grand, 
motorists trailed behind street cars, 
as a means of crossing intersecting 
stréets more safely. Over on Pine 
boulevard, with no trolleys to guide 
them, some drivers gave up the 
struggle with slippery pavement 
and encircling gloom, and pulled 
to the curb to await brighter mo- 
ments. 

Fog overhung Carondelet Park 
and the North St. Louis cemeteries, 
in the early daylight period. More

ROME, Dec. 28 (AP). —- Pope Pius 
XII called on Italy’s King and 
Queen today in the first visit by 
any Pope on a temporal prince in 


more than 70 years. 


The Pontiff, who went to the 
Quirinal Palace amid pomp and 
ceremony, was formally repaying 
the visit which King Vittorio 
Emanuele and Queen Elena paid 
him a week ago. 

A reliable Vatican source said 
these historic meetings would be 
followed on Jan. 5 with a visit by 
Premier Mussolini to the Pope at 
the Vatican, all signifying the ever- 
closer relations between the church 
and the Italian state. It would be 


Mussolini’s second visit to a Pope. 
He was received in audience by 
Pope Pius XI in 1932. 

Pope Pius today in a brief speech 
after the ceremonial meeting with 
the King and Queen said the visit 
“resealed” the “happy accord be- 

the church and the state.” 
Following is the text of the 
Pope's addressee 3 

“On this happy omened day, in 
this royal house which has almost 
become the palatine of the new his- 
tory of Rome, we are glad to ex- 
press once again our live joy for 
the solemn visit paid us by their 
majesties in the Apostolic Vatican 
palace, showing thereby that spirit 
of veneration for Peter’s seat which 
exalts in our eyes as well as in 
those of the Roman people and of 
the world the glorious dynasty of 
Savoy, crowned by its saints and 
its blessed, 

“In this royal palace after 10 
years the happy agreement between 
the church and the state has been 
sealed again, an agreement which 
joins under the same light of glory 
both our venerated predecessor, 
Pius XI, and His Majesty Vittorio 
Emannuele III. 

“The Vatican and the Quirinal, 
divided by the Tiber River, are 
linked together by peace and by a 
common religion of their fathers 
and ancestors. The Tiber waves 
have overthrown and sunk the un- 
happy past so that on the Tiber 
shores olive branches are now blos- 
soming out. 

“Today the hand of a Roman 
Pope is lifted for the first time 
after several decades to bless as 
a mark of peace; Italy looks on 
and exults; the Catholic world looks 
on and exults; and even the two 
Princes of the Apostles sitting at 
the entrance of this royal palace

Settlement for $39,000 and court 
costs of the $100,000 damage suit 
brought by Public Administrator 
Paul S. Limerick of St. Louis Coun- 
ty against Freen B. Nulsen, former 
guardian of his insane brother-in- 
law, Thomas E. Price Jr., and 
against Nulsen’s surety, the Nation- 
al Surety Corporation, was ap- 
proved by Circuit Judge John J. 
Wolfe at Clayton today. 

Payment was made by the 
corporation, which provided a $75,- 


000 surety bond for Nulsen. The 
suit, filed a year ago, was based 
on Nulsen’s inability to account for 
bonds with a par value of $101,477, 
which were a major part of the 
$130,891 Price estate. 

Price, 58 years old, is a patient 
at the State Hospital for the In- 
sane, Fulton, at a cast to the coun- 
ty of $30 a month. Limerick, who 
became Price’s guardian after Nul- 
sen was removed by the Probate 
Court in October, 1937, testified 
that the settlement, after payment

LONDON, Dec. 28 (AP). — The 
Ministry of Food announced today 
that rationing would be extended 
next month to meat and sugar.

A sugar ration of 12 ounces a 
week per person will go into effect 
Jan. 8, the same date that butter 
and bacon rationing is to begin. 
Registration for meat rationing will 
begin the same day, but the 
amounts and date for enforcement 
are to be announced later. 

Control of livestock and home- 
produced meat will become effec- 
tive Jan. 15. 

Weekly rations of butter and 
bacon are to be of four ounces 
each per person. 

The Food Minister, W. 8. Mor- 
rison, is the sole buyer of foreign 
meat for this country. Before ra- 
tioning can begin he must take 
control of domestic meat. This will 
begin Jan. 15, when he is to take 
over 750 slaughter houses and close 
the country’s smaller ones.

1 was not clear whether this 
flight was the same as that which 
the Ministry earlier said resulted 
in successes over three German 
Dornier bombers and disabling of 
a German patrol ship. The bombers 
were said to have been “damaged 
and silenced.” 

(Today's German communique 
reported that a British aerial fo- 
ray against the North Sea coast 
was blocked by “timely defense” and 
a British plane shot down by a Ger- 
man pursuit craft.) 

At least one direct bomb hit was 
made on the patrol vessel near the 
German coast, the Ministry said, 
the plane escaping despite heavy 
fire from German vessels, includ- 
ing several destroyers. 

Accurate gunfire of the British 
was credited with breaking up 4 
tight circling maneuver of the 
Dorniers and putting them out of 
commission. A bomb aimed at a 
Dornier in a third engagement 
“narrowly missed,” said the Air 
Ministry. 

The Royal Mall Lines announced 
that eight survivors of the Brit- 
ish cargo liner Navasota, sunk in 
the Atlantic Dec. 8, had landed 
Christmas day at Capetown, South 
Africa. Two others died aboard 
the rescue steamer. The captain 
and 34 others were missing after 
the 8795-ton vessel sank in eight 
minutes. Survivors said it was 
torpedoed. 

The first Indian Moslem troops, 
with their own religious leaders, 
cooks, with carriers and sweep- 
ers, and special rations of rice, tur- 
meric and ginger, landed at a 
French port to join the British 
forces on the Western front.

Rescued Crew Says Norwegian Ship 
Collided With Submarine. 

BERGEN, Norway, Dec. 28 (AP). 
-—Survivors of the 254ton Nor- 
wegian steamer Torwood, landing 
at Haugesund yesterday, said their 
ship was destroyed in a collision 
with an unidentified submarine in 
the North Sea and that the sub- 
marine must have been seriously 
damaged if not sunk. 

Members of the crew said the 
submarine capsized. With the Tor- 
wood taking water, gases formed 
from the ship's cargo of carbide and 
the crew took to the lifeboats. The 
gases later exploded, and the Tor- 
wood was destroyed. The crew was 
picked up by another Norwegian 
vessel, 


French Report Repulsing Two At- 
tacks by German Patrols. 

PARIS, Dec. 28 (AP). — French 
troops repulsed two German at- 
tacks yesterday, in one instance in 
a hand-to-hand combat, during a 
day of heightened patrol activity 
described by military sources today 
as extending the length of the 
north flank of the Western Front. 

The first German action started 
in the morning in an offensive 
against a hamlet between the Saar 
River and the Vosges Mountains, 

The second raid started an hour 
later in the same vicinity, with 
artillery and mortar barrages. The 
German troops were driven back in 
hand-to-hand fighting and the 
French held the post intact, mili- 
tary advices said. 

Meanwhile, both French and Ger- 
man patrols operated on reconnais- 
sance missions. The French gaid 
their activity was concentrated in 
the region east of the Moselle 
River and that the Germans were 
particularily active in the Nied 
River section.

Our forts gave suc- 
cessful support to operations by 
land forces on the isthmus, 
“On Dec. 27 enemy aircraft again 
was especially active both on the 
home front and in the war zone. 
In the home areas the towns of 
Lathi, Tampere and Hameenlinna 
and the urban districts of lihimaeki 
weer raided as well as town in 
Southwest Finland. 

“Material damage was relatively 
slight except at Lahti, where the 
City Hall was set afire. In some 
localities the enemy airmen after 
dropping bombs turned machine 
guns on the peaceful civilian popu- 
lation. 

“In the war zone, too, the casual- 
ties and damage caused by the 
aerial bombardment were insignifi- 
cant. 

“Our own aircraft carried out, in 
addition to reconnaissance and pa- 
trol flights, attacks on mliitary ob- 
jectives in the enemys rear on both 
sides of the frontier. 

“During the day nine enemy ma- 
chines were shot down.” 

Report on Italian Volunteers. . 
At London, the Exchange Tele- 
graph (British news agency) said 
it was reported without confirma- 
tion that 2000 Italian volunteers had 
arrived at Tornio to fight for Fin- 
land against Soviet Russia. Tornio 
is a Finnish port at the head of the 
Gulf of Bothnia.

Finnish Attack on Russians Near 
Salmijarvi Repulsed. 
COPENHAGEN, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
A Finnish attack on far northern 
Russian forces, which dug in near 
Salmijarvi after a 50-mile retreat, 
apparently had failed today in the 
face of strong Soviet opposition. 
Reports from Northern Norwegi- 
an frontier stations said the Rus- 
sians were making a determined 
stand south of Salmijarvi in the 
bottleneck which is Finland's out- 
lei to the Arctic Ocean. Soviet 
troops cut through that northern 
strip to Salmijarvi on the Nor- 
wegian frontier and then turned 
south 50 miles, as far as Nautsi, 
but were forced to retrace their 
steps to the Salmijarvi area, 
Finnish forces following them 
withdrew when the Russians took 
up positions south of Salmijarvi. 
Fifteen Finnish soldiers, isolated 
when the main forces retreated 
several miles from the Russian po- 
sitions, crossed the frontier into 
Norway and were interned. 
The Finns believed that the Rus- 
sians were expecting reinforcements 
and were preparing a new south- 
ward push, Finnish authorities yes- 
terday said 300,000 fresh troops 
were being sent to the front. 


Russia Calls Up More Men, Appar- 
ently for Finland Drive. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 28 (AP).—Goviet 
Russia called more men to arms 
yesterday, presumably as reinforce- 
ments for the Finnish campaign.

The occasion, rich with color and 
formality, symbolized the final dis- 
solution of any discord over uni- 
fied Italy’s seizure of Rome from 
the Pope in 1870 and the city’s 
designation as the Italian capital. 

In protest, the Popes became vol- 
untary prisoners in the Vatican un- 
til 1929, when the Lateran peace 
was signed. 

Three Cardinals on Visit, 

Three Cardinals and a host of 
dignitaries of the Papal Court made 
up a procession of 18 automobiles 


of welcome, and hundreds of car- 
rier pigeons were released in à tra- 
ditional Italian sign of welcome. 
As accompaniment there was the 
solemn voice of St. Peter's big bell, 
answered by the pealing bells of 
Capitoline Hill. 

Italian soldiers, standing shoulder 
to shoulder, lined the way to the 
Quirinal Palace, which once was 
the home of the Popes. From tall 
shafts along the route, the red- 
white-and-green flags of Italy flut- 
tered with the white-and-yellow 
Papal banners. ' 

Military bands turned out to play 
Papal and Italian anthems, 

At the palace steps was the 
King’s master of ceremonies to lead 
the way between rows of guards- 
men to the King and the Princes of 
the House of Savoy . 

Ciano at Ceremony. 

Wearing the decoration. of the 
Golden Spur, conferred by the Pope 
for services for peace and promo- 
tion of cordiality between church 
and state, Foreign Minister Count 
Galeazzo Ciano represented the 
Government, 

The Pope's path led first to the 
palace chapel, for adoration of the 
Holy Sacrament, then through the 
great marble hall to the throne 
room, 

A special throne with three seats 
was brought from the palace at 
Naples, giving the Pope a place be-

Foreigners’ Speculation. 

In some foreign eyes the cere- 
monial also signified possible co-op- 
eration between the Vatican and 
the Government toward eventual 
peace efforts, but Fascist authori- 
ties disclaimed any co-ordination of 
foreign policies. 

The Pope and Premier Mussolini 
both are hostile to Bolshevism, but 
Virginio Gayda, editor who often 
expresses correctly the Govern- 
ment's view, said today’s méeting 
lacked any connection wit. policies 
or “concrete problems of war and 
peace,” 

Writing in the Giornale d'Italia, 
Gayda said that while “war and the 
problem of peace find the church 
and Italy on the same plane, their 
conceptions and evaluations differ.” 

He explained that the church 
thought in terms of humanity gen- 
erally, while the Government 
thought in terms of Italy's. “world- 
ly interests,” including “the quality 
of right and possessions with other 
nations.” 

As for the church, the Vatican 
newspaper, l’'Osservatore Romano, 
said the visit taught that when 
“responsible chiefs know how to 
find equitable solutions, tempering 
cold justice with wise renuncia- 
tions,” as in the Lateran accords,

President Ismet Inonu interrupt- 
ed a tour of the country to rush to 
the area and take personal charge 
of the hastily mobilized relief or- 
ganisation.

answerable under judgment” and 
that there was good reason to be- 
lieve he would continue in that 
status; hence that recovery must 
be made from the surety, 

However, the petition asserted 
that such recovery would depend on 
how appellate courts of Missouri 
construed the assumption of lia- 
bility certificate furnished by the 
National Surety Corporation when 
it succeeded a previous surety. In 
any event, not more than $75,000 
could be recovered from the com- 
pany, it was pointed out. 

The language of this certificate 
it was stated, had been passed on 
by appellate courts of other states, 
which recognized the right of the 
‘surety corporation to limit its lia- 
bility in the manner and form in 
which it had attempted to set lim- 
itations in this case. 

Asserting that it would be “high- 
lv advantageous” to make the set- 
tlement, Limerick said in the peti- 
tion: “Under the circumstances, 
and having in mind the uncertainty 
of litigation and the responsibility 
placed on this petitioner as 
guardian of a person of unsound 
mind, who has no chance of fu- 
ture recovery, he (the Public Ad- 
ministrator) is of the opinion that 
the interest of his ward demands a 
settlement of this litigation and of 
all claims against the National 
Surety Corporation and Nulsen.” 

Sanitarium’s Suit Dismissed. 


Following approval of the com- 
promise, a suit by Glenwood Sani- 
tarium against Nulsen and the 
surety company was dismissed. 
Price was a patient there for 11 
years until the disappearance of 
the bonds rendered his estate in- 
solvent and he was made a public 
ward nearly two years ago. The 
suit sought $15,131 for care for 
Price for more than three years 
and also asked for full judgment 
on the surety bond, $7500 for 
vexatious delay and a full account- 
ing for all creditors. 

It alleged that the estate was 
worth $300,000 when Nulsen was 
made guardian in 1926 and that 
Nulsen failed to credit it with 
$200,000 from the estate of Price’s 
father, Thomas E. Price, grain 
broker and speculator, who died in 
1931. The elder Price, regarded as 
a millionaire, actually left a $37,- 
000 estate, but Nulsen has asserted 
that his father-in-law boasted he 
would conceal his holdings so that 
they would not be found for years, 
with the idea of avoiding taxes. 

Nulsen also has declared that he 
was a straw man in management 
of the younger Price’s estate in the 
lifetime of the elder Price, who, he 
said, controlled it. 

Disappearance of Bonds. 

Disclosure of the disappearance 
of the bonds was made in the final 
settlement of Nulsen as guardian, 
filed in Probate Court in January, 
1938. In this Nulsen showed that 
the estate consisted only of notes 
and bonds valued at $34,650, cer- 
tain shares of stock of unstated 
value and 20 Mexican pesos. How- 
ever, he conceded that actual value 
was such that the sanitarium claim 
was enough to make the estate in- 
solvent. 

The missing bonds, it was de- 
clared in the final settlement, were 
listed in the original inventory filed 
by Nulsen in 1926 or were reported 
to the Probate Court as subse- 
quent purchases, but could not be

found in the bank safe deposit box 


where they had been kept. Nulsen 
asserted that he did not have ac- 
cess to e box at any time ex- 
cept in the presence of a represen- 
tative of the surety company. He 
denied misappropriation of the 
bonds. 

However, the surety company as- 
serted that at least $51,000 of the 
bonds had been sold before 2932 
Opening of the safe deposit box 
after Limerick took charge of the 
estate showed that its contents 
tallied in general with the list ir 
Nulsen’s final settlement.

NEW YEAR RESOLVE 
IS FOOLISH CUSTOM 


Asserts Manifestation of Child- 
ish Guilt Complex Rarely 
Works Out. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28 (AP). Don't 
make New Tear's resolutions — 
they’re foolish, Dr. Smiley Blanton, 
New York psychiatrist, advised to- 
day. , 

Such annual resolves to quit bad 
habits or change ways of living, he 
asserted, are merely manifestations 
of a childish “guilt complex.” 

Dr. Blanton says in the maga- 
zine, Hygeia: 

“A canvass of New Year’s reso- 
lutions would show that a major- 
ity of them represent a kind of 
self-punishment rather than a tech- 
nique of change—and in most cases 
they are so numerous and so harsh 
that there is no possibility of their 
ever being carried out. 

“Unwise indulgence in alcohol, 
overwork, laziness, extravagance, 
miserliness, overeating — all are 
symptoms which cannot be modi- 
fied by even the most rigid and 
honest New Year’s resolutions, for 
dealing with a symptom itself is in- 
adequate. The cause must be dis- 
covered. 

“Harsh and disciplinary resolu- 
tions often drive the individual to 
such an extent that he becomes ill 
either physically or psychologically. 
Chronic fatigue is one of the com- 
monest symptoms of all this morbid 
drive. 

“Finally, it may indeed be well 
to admit to ourselves that maybe 
we are not as bad as we think and 
that it is not always wise to strain 
to reach some impossible and illu- 
sionary ideal df perfection.”

Street lamps east of Jefferson av- 
enue were lighted at 9 o’clock, and 
were left burning more than an 
hour.

East of the river, up Edwards- 
ville way, the fog was heavy and 
local smoke patches were frequent. 
Along Highway 40 the unbroken 
smoke pall extended to the Fair- 
mont City neighborhood, an un- 
usual distance from the metropoli- 
tan smoke zone. 

Trains Arrive Late. 

Trains arriving at Union Station, 
through both the eastern and west- 
ern gateways, were 10 to 20 minutes 
late, and trainmen attributed the 
delay to fog. 

A light breeze, with velocity from 
two to seven miles an hour, moved 
the burden of blackness gradually 
away. By mid-afternoon, in: the 
West End and adjoining suburbs, 
the haze was little more than that 
of a cloudy day. But in some cen- 
tral neighborhoods, mostly east of 
Grand and north of Washington 
avenue, the smoke continued to cut 
visibility to distances of a block 
or two, 

Three T. W. A. planes, scheduled 
to stop at Lambert Field on coast- 
to-coast flights, omitted the stop 
between 3 and 5 a. m. The reason, 
as given at the field, was fog, rather 
than smoke. Visibility was cut 
to one-quarter of a mile. 

Christmas day was the last pre- 
vious time of thick smoke, though 
Tuesday and yesterday had what 
the Weather Bureau termed a 
“moderate” cloud, The thick-smoke 
days have averaged a little better— 
or worse—than one in three, since 
the beginning of November.

Chamber of Commerce 
Turns Problem Over to 
Sub-Committee, Headed 
by Arthur G. Drefs. 


The executive committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, at a spe- 
cial meeting today at the Noonday 
Club, appointed a subcommittee 
with instructions to seek means of 
persuading the Emerson Electric 
Manufacturing Co. not to move 
from St. Louis to Evansville, Ind. 

Executive Committee members 
who form the sub-committee are 
Arthur G. Drefs, vice-president of 
the McQuay-Norris Manufacturing 
Co; Albert M. Keller a partner in 
Paul Brown & Co., and Wilbur B. 
Jones, attorney. Drefs was named 
chairman. N 

The subcommittee will make a 
careful study of the circumstances 
influencing the proposed change by 
the Emerson firm, and will meet 
W. Stuart Symington, president of 
Emerson Electric next week, after 
he returns from a trip. 

Symington has informed repre- 
sentatives of the company’s 1500 
employes that it is necessary to 
consolidate all activities in a single 
building. The firm now occupies 
five buildings, two of which it 
owns. Leases on the other prop- 
erty expire next summer. 

A suggestion by the CIO United 
Electrical Union, which has a labor 
agreement with the Emerson com- 
pany, that a fund be raised to in- 
duce the firm to stay in St. Louis 
was considered by the Chamber 
of Commerce committse. William 
Sentner, international union vice- 
president, has stated the union 
would contribute a proportionate 
share toward such a fund. 

Today’s meeting was called by 
Thomas N. Dysart, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, following 
a meeting yesterday with Sentner 
and other union officers. Dysart 
promised full co-operation and said 
he would ask for the appointment 
of a subcommittee to investigate 
the situation and report on means 
of keeping the electric motor and 
appliance plant here. Dysart re- 
marked that the Chamber of Com- 
merce had never raised a bonus as 
an inducement to remain here, but 
that money was spent in advertis- 
ing the industrial advantages of St. 
Louis. 

Dysart said the Chamber of Com- 
merce discussed the proposed’ re- 
moval informally with Symington 
and has been endeavoring since 
last May. to discourage the trans- 
fer. The subcommittee is to report 
the results of its efforts to the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

A plant such as the company re- 
quires would cost $800,000 to con- 
struct. Sentner said the union was 
told that the Evansville Chamber 
of Commerce has offered Emerson 
Electric a plant site, $100,000 to de- 
fray the expense of moving 10,- 
000,000 pounds of machinery and 
materials and $40,000 to cover the 
cost of installing the machinery in 
Evansville. 

In an effort to keep the plant in 
St. Louis the CIO Union has also 
sought the help of the Board of 
Aldermen and Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. 
A union committee is to confer with 
the Governor at Jefferson City 
next Wednesday, and a meeting 
with the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen is 
being arranged. 

Evansville, a developing indus- 
trial center, has a Chrysler plant, 
a Briggs body plant, two refriger- 
ator factories and other manufac- 
turers. Sentner said there is a 
housing shortage in the town, but 
that municipal authorities had 
planned 
home-building program.

Small Balance Instead of 
Deficit Results From 
Gains in Property and 
Sales Tax Collections.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 28. — 
Unexpected gains in State property 
tax and sales tax collections this 
month, coupled with early payment 
of an inheritance tax of $272,071 on 
a large St. Louis County estate, 
will enable the State of Missouri 
to wind up this year with a “small 
balance,” perhaps $500,000, in the 
State general revenue funds, State 
Auditor Forrest Smith said yester- 
day. 

The general revenue balance at 

the beginning of this fiscal year, 

last Jan. 1, was $4,886,335. State 

expenditures in excess of the rev- 

enues received this year have stead- 

ily whittled away that balance. 
Once Down to $65,000. 

The prospect for the close of the 
year, however, is somewhat im- 
proved, due to the gains in collec- 
tions, over the situation a couple of 
months ago, when it appeared the 
State barely would be able to 
squeeze through at the end of 
1939, without a deficit. Early this 
month the general revenue balance 
dropped to about $65,000, and the 
fund was at its lowest ebb in sev- 
eral years. 

Smith declined to make any fore- 
cast as to the fiscal situation for 
1940, the second year of the 1939- 
1940 biennial period, saying too 
many .actors were involved. The 
State operates with a fiscal year 
conforming to the calendar year 
and appropriations are made by the 
Legislature on a biennial basis. 

Gov. Stark has given no indica- 
tion as to whether he will accede 
to requests made at intervals that 
he call a special session of the Leg- 
islature to provide additional funds 
for unemployment relief. After the 
first of the year, with probable re- 
ductions of old-age pensions fore- 
cast due to inadequate funds to pay 
the present roll plus additions 
through lowering of the age mini- 
mum from 70 years to 65 years, 
the clamor for such a session, to 
vote more funds for social security 
purposes, likely will increase.

Bryce B. Smith Doubts 
Machine-Run Council Has

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 28 
(AP).—Mayor Bryce B. Smith, who 
resigned suddenly after charging 
he had been “double crossed” by 
onetime associates in the Tom 
Pendergast Democratic machine, 
said today he thought the machine- 


in the matter of his successor. 
He pointed to an opinion of the

Then the Pendergast men had 
Drennon sworn in just in time to 
prevent the appointment of Jerome 
Walsh as City Counselor by Act- 
ing City Manager J. V. Lewis. 
Walsh was Smith’s selection so the 
Mayor resigned, leaving the City 
Hall once more in control of the 
machine. 

Drennon succeeded the late Hen- 
ry F. McElroy, who resigned at 
Smith’s demand April 13. Smith 
decided to take over the City Hall 
after a Federal grand jury uncov- 
ered political corruption. Boss 
Tom Pendergast was sent to Leav- 
enworth prison for evading income 
taxes. 

Smith said he called Walsh to 
his office, and called down to the 
City Clerk’s office asking a deputy 
clerk to come up with “swearing 
in materials.” 

“I told him,” he said, “‘I don’t 
want you to say a word about what 
I am telling you.’ But the double 
cross was already on. 

“A deputy said typing the com- 
mission would take time and about 
45 minutes later they got here.” 
With the deputy were two Pender- 
gast organization councilmen. One 
asked what was going on. When 
Smith told him, the councilman re- 
plied Drennon had been sworn in.

(CHEMISTS HEAR 
VITAMIN E AND f 
STERILITY REPORT 


Possibility of Aid to Moth- 
erhood of Women Pre- 
viously Unable to Have 
Children Discussed. 


Possibilities of synthetic vitamin 
E as an aid to motherhood for wom- 
en who have been unable to have 
children were reported, on the basis 
of animal experiment, by Prof. Lee 
I. Smith in the opening session of 
the American Chemical Society's 


Organic Chemistry Symposium. to- 
day at St. Louis University Audi- 
torium, 3642 Lindell boulevard. 
Prof. Smith, synthesizer of the 
“reproductive” vitamin, which was 
first recognized in 1922 by Dr. Her- 
bert M. Evans of the University of 
California, related that, in female 
rats deprived of the vitamin, con- 
ception occurred normally but was 
foliowed by “resorption sterility.” 
Weight returned to normal in about 
20 days and these rats bore no 
young. If, however, a substance of 
vitamin E activity were admin- 
istered the normal processes would 
be completed in the birth of living 
young. 

He cautioned that most such ex- 
periment had been done with rats, 
whereas lack of the vitamin had 
different symptoms not only be- 
tween the sexes but between spe- 
cies, 

No Definite Statements. 

“Tt would be quite premature to 
say that vitamin E is a cure for 
any kind of sterility,” he warned. 
“Definite statements regarding vita- 
min E therapy must await exten- 
sive clinical results. 

“The clinical side of vitamin E 
research has just begun. With a 
plentiful supply of the synthetic 
vitamin available, representing a 
standard preparation of known and 
uniform potency, it is to be hoped 
that the clinical work will proceed 
rapidly so that the usefulness, as 
well as the limits, of vitamin E 
therapy may soon be known.” 

Prof. Smith said that 40 of 130- 
odd compounds which had been 
tested in animal experiment had 
shown some vitamin E activity. 
Most potent was alpha-tocopherol, 
which was synthesized. 

“It appears,” he remarked, “that 
specificity in the case of vitamin 
E is not so strictly limited as it 
is in the case of vitamins studied 
heretofore. This lack of specificity 
is paralleled in the case of the K 
vitamins.” 

Manipulation of “groups,” “rings” 
and “chains” in the alpha-toco- 
pherol molecule—the labels are part 
of the organic chemist’s inordinate- 
ly complex stock-in-trade—produced 
less active compounds. Compounds 
related to three tocopherols have 
been produced by building up the 
molecule step by step and checking 
its effectiveness in animal tests at 
each stage, but Prof. Smith con- 
sidered the method unpromising be- 
cause many of the intermediates 
required were themselves extreme- 
ly difficult to synthesize. 
Symposium Subject-Matter. 


Such tampering with molecules, 
to be pictured only in strange 
words and three-dimensional dia- 
grams, provides the subject-matter 
of the symposium. If that seems 
a curious interest, perhaps it may 
be understandable in the fact that 
it has also provided a changed 
world—the new world of synthetic 
fabrics and plastics, knock-less gas- 
oline, near-miraculous drugs, man- 
made hormones and vitamins, and 
high explosives, which, however, 
help to make as well as destroy 
roads and reservoirs and temples.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Woodring recom- 
mended urgently today that Con- 
gress, in acting on increased na- 
tional defense requirements, aim at 
a model, completely equipped and 
trained “army in being.” 

The size of the nation’s initial 
protective land force is secondary 
in importance to its readiness for 
emergency, Woodring said in his 
annual report to President Roose- 
velt. 

“National defense can no longer 
be considered in term of dollars 
and cents,” the War Department 
head contended. “Nor can national 


defense longer be determined upon 
the number of men—the mere nu- 


merical enrollments of regulars, 


guardsmen or reservists. 

“One million naked savages 
armed with .1,000,000 spears and 
1,000,000 shields would be slaugh- 
tered by men armed with 100 
of the army’s new semi-automatic 
shoulder rifles and a baker's 
dosen of the army’s new tanks.” 

Roosevelt has indicated he would 
ask the forthcoming session of 
Congress to increase this year’s 
record peacetime defense appro- 
priations of $1,800,000,000 by an ad- 
ditional $500,000,000, — 

What Troops Need. 

“Those upon whom we call for 
immediate action in the defense of 
this republic must be afforded com- 
plete equipment, clothing, supplies, 
subsistence, transportation, train- 
ing, and instruction to prepare 
them for any eventuality presup- 
posed by any military exigency,” 
Woodring said in his report. 

“Whatever is the decision as to 
the size of our army—our initial 
protective force—450,000, 500,000 or 
600,000, I must urgently insist that 
that force decided upon be com- 
plete as to personnel, as to mate- 
rial and that it be 100 per cent ef- 
ficient as to training. 

“Our military establishment must 
be an army in being.” 

The report wag for the fiscal 
year ending last June 30, and 
Woodring omitted direct reference 
to the European war. He comment- 
ed that “these are the days when 
the threat of the exercise of armed 
might, or by the actual employ- 
ment of military violence, the maps 
of the world are changed over- 
night.” 

“The peoples of the world re- 
luctantly, but definitely, have lost 
faith in international agreements 
which have as their purpose the 
preservation of peace,” he said. 

“Under such circumstances there 
is but one road along which a 
peace-loving people can travel with 
security. That road is a national 
defense highway, with a founda- 
tion of such firmness as to assure 
the support of any required mili- 
tary aid.” 

On Air Power. 

Congress at the last session ap- 
propriated for the army close to 
$1,000,000,000, “a rather staggering 
sum,” Woodring commented. He 
noted, however, that 23 per cent 
Was earmarked for the Air Corps. 
“True it is that there. has been, 
and still persists, considerable con- 
jecture over the ultimate military 
effect of air power,” he said. “Only 
a major war can determine the full 
potentialities of military aviation. 

“But to underestimate those po- 
tentialities might result in the ex- 
tinguishment of a nation’s exis- 
tence.”

They need to exercise great pre- 
caution in their operations in the 
goods. An animal with rabies de- 
veloping in his system may have 
the virus in his mouth f or as long 
as five days before he shows symp- 
toms of the disease. These symp- 
toms are not always easy to recog- 
nize, for they take different forms 
in different cases. The dumb form 
js particularly difficult to recog- 
nize in wild animals.

When animals are trapped, the 
trapper should be very careful not 
to let himself get bitten, for even 
the slightest scratch from the fangs 
of an infected animal may trans- 
mit the disease. The rabies virus 
js not likely to infect unbroken 
skin, but will attack through al- 
most any sort of abrasion. 

The agent of rabies is plentiful 


in the spittle or saliva of a dis- 
eased animal, and contact with this 
excretion should be carefully avoid- 
ed. It is the carnivorous animals 
which carry the disease in most 
cases, for they roam around more 
than do the less aggressive ani- 
mals. Mink, foxes, skunks and 
wolves are rabies danger sources 
to the trapper who is not careful. 

Dogs should be kept from con- 
tact with any animals suspected 
of rabies, for if the dogs become 
affected, they will be an active 
source of danger. Death does not 
at once eliminate the rabies virus 
from an animal affected, and the 
virus may be found not only in the 
brain tissue but also in some of 
the glandular tissues after the dis- 
eased animal has been dead for 
several days. 

Outside of the body of an animal 
‘the virus will die almost immedi- 
ately. Exposure to sunlight and air 
kills it quickly. But because the 
virus is still active for several days 
inside a dead animal, great precau- 
tion should be taken in skinning 
all animals. A slight cut on the 
hands may give the virus an oppor- 
tunity to enter the human body 
and do it damage. The wise trap- 
per will take no chances, for even 
the mild-mannered rabbit may 
transmit rabies. Squirrels are an- 
other common source of the dis- 


ease.

52 NEW PLANE SQUADRONS 
ORDERED FOR U. S. DEFENSES 


Various Fighting and Bombing 
Units Assigned to Caribbean, Pa- 
cific and Alaskan Stations. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
The War Department has ordered 
the creation of 52 new Army Air 
Corps squadrons, representing sev- 
eral hundred planes, to reinforce 
defenses of the Caribbean, the Pa- 
cific and continental United States. 
Secretary of War Woodring said 
the new units would absorb a large 
part of the recently increased per- 
sonnel of the expanded Air Corps. 

Most of the new squadrons were 
assigned to 12 larger group organi- 
zations. One group of four bomb- 
ing squadrons and another of four 
squadrons of pursuit planes were 
assigned to Puerto Rico, where the 
army is building an air base for de- 
fense of the Caribbean Sea area. 
An additional bombardment group 
was assigned to Hawaii, the navy’s 
principal Pacific outpost; a pursuit 
group was allotted to the Panama 
Canal, and a composite group to 
Alaska, where other bases are be- 
ing constructed or enlarged.

The county has 
been getting less than half of the 
dollar-for-dollar ratio. 

Dorsey, who said the county re- 
ceived an “equitable” share under 
the present system of distribution, 
which provides for rural health 
protection in impoverished coun- 
ties, said that for the fiscal year 
begun last July 1 $55,000 of the 
county’s funds had been used for 
matching purposes.

HEN the President of the

This war and what has preceded 
it are the result of human despair. 
The various forms of Fascism are 
the result of disillusionment and 
despair. As long as people try to 
describe them as “An answer to 
Versailles” or as “The last stand 
of capitalism,” or to seek their ex- 
planation in specific traits of “na+ 


ians have perenially welcomed the 
Dictator-Prince,” or “the Germans 
love to be regimented,” we shall 
deceive ourselves. 


The pseudo-revolutions that have 
upset the world and culminated in 
war are the result of economic 
breakdown, but they are also the 
result of mass mental breakdown. 
And the mass mental breakdown is 
the result of social breakdown; of 
the lost sense of community, of the 
lost sense of a common goal for 
mankind. 


The pseudo - revolutions of our 
times have attempted to fill this 
vacuum with various substitutes, 
with the concept of community in 
race, in blood, in the nation. They 
have, therefore, furnished a straw 
at which despairing men could 
grasp. 

That men and women grasped it 
even when they did not believe in 
it is the most portentous symbol. 
For the fact is almost no intelligent 
human being, whatever his nation- 
ality, believes in the blood-brother- 
hood, superior-nation credo.

Says Milligan Deserves Senate Seat. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WAS very much interested in your 
1 able editorial, Is It to Be Milligan vs. 
Stark? 

This subject is of particular interest to 
the voters of Western Missouri, where 
the people have had a close-up view of 
the battle waged by Maurice M. Milligan 
as United States Attorney for honesty in 
government from the very beginning of 
that memorable fight. 

In your editorial, it was stated that 
»In the minds of the general public, Mr. 
Milligan and Gov. Stark stand for the 
same thing.” That may be true. There is 
no question as to where Milligan stands 
and has never been. His stand was taken 
boldly, when the odds against him would 
have overwhelmed anyone not of the high- 
est courage and iron-willed determination. 
It was taken at a time when he had his 
whole future to lose if it resulted in fail- 
ure and no hope of reward if it suc- 
ceeded. : 


Without intent to detract in the least 
part from any credit to which the Gov- 
ernor may be entitled, it certainly is not 
going too far to say that the public did 
not know where the Governor stood when 
the outcome of Milligan’s battle against 
the machine was uncertain and unpredict- 
able. The Governor's voice, now sounding 
forth so loudly and so often in praise of 
his fight against the Pendergast organi- 
zation, at that time was strangely silent. 

The Federal grand juries working with 
Milligan returned the first vote fraud in- 
dictments in the first part of January, 
1937. The first trial upon such an indict- 
ment was in February, 1937. Indictment 
followed indictment, conviction followed 
conviction in trial after trial, and the 
convictions were affirmed by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in Novem- 
ber, 1987. By the beginning of 1938, the 
vote-fraud victories were won. 

Public opinion responded with unbound- 
ed enthusiasm to the spectacular achieve- 
ments of the United States Attorney. An 
aroused public conscience asserted itself 
in every quarter of the State. The ma- 
chine then was tottering to its final crash. 
Not until then did the Governor come out 
openly in his attacks. (See today’s edi- 

torial “Mr. Duncan Errs.”—Editor’s note.) 

The people of Missouri desire to reward 
United States Attorney Milligan. He has 
earned the everlasting gratitude of all citi- 
zens of Missouri. They desire to reward 
him now and not to defer the reward 
until the opportune time may have 
passed by. 

Your editorial asked, in effect, that 
Milligan efface himself and that the Gov- 
ernor reap the harvest, the seed of which 
was sown by Milligan and the cultivation 
of which was done in the sweat of his 
brow. It is an unfair and unwarranted 
request and one that the people of Mis- 


souri will and do resent.

EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS, 
Shall the Federal Government regulate life insur- 
ance companies? This question is now raised by 
members of the National Beonomie Committee who 
have been investigating insurance company prac- 
tices in recent months. It is a question in which 
virtually every American is or should be vitally in- 
terested, for the security of life insurance is a mat- 
ter in which almost everyone has a stake, whether 
large or small, ! 
Although no definite recommendations have been 
made, the committee is informally considering sey- 
eral possible forms of regulation. One is to give the 
Government jurisdiction over insurance company 
failures through amendment of the Federal Bank- 
ruptey Act. Another is to give the Government the 
opportunity to require uniform accounting and peri- 
odie examination through creation of a Federal in- 
surance guaranty system similar to Federal deposit 
insurance for banks. Still others are to establish a 
comprehensive control system like the Federal Re- 
serve System for banks, or administrative regulation 
such as that of stock exchanges by the SEC, 

Insurance company executives doubtless will be 
quick to oppose Federal regulation as an extension 
of the boundaries of Federal empire. 

Any such reaction to the insurance investigation 
and the present deliberations of the National Eco- 
nomic Committee will fail to reckon with a matter 
deeply impressed on the minds of hundreds of thou- 
sands of ordinary people, namely, the breakdown 
of state regulation. Missourians, for example, with a 
former State Insurance Commissioner locked away 
in Leavenworth, and State regulation strewn with 
the wreckage of Continental Life and Missouri State 
Life, will hardly see a serious threat in Federal super- 
vision. To them, stringent requirements of honesty 
and fair dealing by the Government will more prob- 
ably appear a protection for heard-earned savings. 

The present inquiry inevitably calls to mind the 
historic expose of corruption in the Equitable com- 
pany by the New York World in 1905. In a his- 
toric series of disclosures, the World showed that 
although the Equitable was ostensibly a mutual 
society, policyholders had no voice in its manage- 
ment: that James Hazen Hyde, heir to a controlling 
interest, used its funds as if they were his own; 
that. with the Mutual Life Insurance Co. and the 
New York Life Insurance Co., the Equitable main- 
tained a large fund for corruption, and bought or 
suppressed laws through agents who kept their eyes 
on insurance legislation over the country. 

The World’s disclosures compelled the calling of 
a special session of the New York Legislature by 
an unwilling Governor and the appointment of the 
famous Armstrong committee, which in turn em- 
ployed a young lawyer named Charles E. Hughes 
as its chief investigator. That investigation is part 
of American history. Out of it came legislation in 
New York which broke up interlocking directorates 
with high finance, forbade alliances with politics 
(the Equitable was paying United States Senator 
Depew $20,000 a year as a “retainer”’) and ousted 
the old controls. It incidentally vaulted Mr. Hughes 
into the Governor’s seat, thus starting him on a 
career climaxed by the chief justiceship. 

After an interval of more than 30 years comes the 
current investigation, a model of calmness and de- 
corum, and we find all the old shenanigans still be- 
ing practiced.

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CHICAGO’S NEW STYLE CENSORSHIP. 

He who pays the piper calls the tune. So runs the 
old saying, but it does not hold true in Chicago. The 
man who calls not only the tune but also the words 
in Chicago is a certain James C. Petrillo, president 
of the Chicago Musicians’ Union. Such is the insuf- 
ferable arrogance of this man that he is telling the 
theatrical producers in Chicago just what words they 
may or may not let their actors say on the stage. 


Specifically, he has ordered that all references to 
John L. Lewis, president of the CIO, be deleted from 
plays for whose performance members of the Mu- 
sicians’ Union provide the music. Petrillo’s union is 
affiliated with the American Federation of Labor. 

Those unacquainted with the facts might think 
the theatrical managers could get around the Petrillo 
ukase by employing musicians not connected with his 
union. But Petrillo is a man of some heft. He 
draws a known salary of $26,000 a year, drives . 
custom-built automobile with bullet-proof windows, 
and keeps himself surrounded by bodyguards. He has 
strong political connections. It is almost too much to 
expect the Chicago authorities to call him to task.

sell W. Hibbert, director of the division of books, 
supplies and equipment, has asked for a public 
hearing on the charges of inefficiency against him. 

There appears a chance for such enlightenment, 
that is, if a full and frank session results, if ques- 
tions are bluntly put and candidly answered, if all 
parties agree that the purpose of the hearing is 
fact-finding and not whitewash, 

Plenty of questions can be put to Hibbert, to 
clear up various phases of school matters that have 
been puzzling the public for some months. What 
about his relations with schoolbook concerns, bin- 
deries and supply firms? What about those two 
mysterious checks whose source he says he cannot 
remember? Why did he withdraw the permission 
he had granted.the auditors to examine his bank 
accounts? Did he accept from publishers revised 
editions of textbooks which had not been-authorized 
by the Board of Education? Why was his letter to the 
American Seating Co., on a suggested survey of school 
furniture, kept at his home rather than at his office? 
Just what were his duties and why did he attempt 
to shift responsibility for certain odd practices to 
assistant superintendents and the former Supply Com- 
missioner? How did he know months in advance 
that certain books in the school system would be 
available to used-book dealers? Did he attempt to 
influence selection of equipment by committees? 

There are other possible questions that touch also 


Hibbert’s dismissal has been recommended by a 
majority of the board's Instruction Committee, yet 
Superintendent Gerling is strangely reluctant to act 
upon the suggestion. Why is this? While the board: 
cannot dismiss him, it can get the same result by 
abolishing his job, yet there has apparently been no 
discussion of this step. Why not? Why have certain 
officers and board members been working behind the 
scenes on Hibbert’s behalf? 

Mr. Hibbert doubtless holds the key to many 
puzzles in school afairs. He can help materially in 
solving them by speaking out plainly.

Obviously, this hearing will not be worth holding 
if it is to consist merely of carefully rehearsed ques- 
tions and answers, in an attempt to appease the 
public’s demand for enlightenment on what has been 
going on under cover in its school system, White- 
wash and camouflage will not do. What is de- 
manded now is a full and searching inquiry, let the 
chips fall where they may. 
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THE EMERSON ELECTRIC CAMPAIGN. 

It is a novel spectacle, and a pleasing one, to see a 
CIO union and an organization of business executives 
working together for a common end. St. Louis wit- 
nesses this reassuring co-operation in the effort of 
the Electric, Radio and Machine Workers’ Union and 
the Chamber of Commerce to keep the Emerson Elec- 
tric Manufacturing Co., a firm employing 1500 per- 
sons, from leaving the city. 

Certainly St. Louis wants to retain this large en- 
terprise, with its substantial pay roll and its solid 
contribution to the city’s status as a manufacturing 
center, This city has many concrete inducements 
to offer, such as central location and transportation 
facilities. The suggestion of a bonus to induce the 
firm to remain here is one that. should be weighed 
cautiously, however, in view of possible embarrass: 
ment later from the precedent that would be created. 

Labor and capital have a joint stake in this cam- 
paign, and in many others of local and national im- 
port. It would make for mutual progress if leaders of 
both groups kept that fact constantly in mind.

We print in the Letter Column today a com- 
munication from R. G. “Bob” Duncan, chairman of 
the Young Democratic Clubs of the Sixth Congres- 
sional District, ardently championing Mr. Milligan for 
the Senate seat which soon will have to be vacated by 
the Pendergast stooge, Senator Truman.

From the moment those two events occurred, Gov.

Savings Bank Life Insurance in New York

In first year, Empire State is running ahead of Massachusetts, the 
pioneer, in same period; policy buyers are chiefly persons of small 
means, most of whom carry no other insurance, writer says; plan 
does not compete with mutuals, and is expected to benefit banks.

T will be a year on Jan. 1 that New York, 
| totiowing the trail blazed by Massachu- 

setts in 1908, became the second state to 
set up machinery for selling insurance 
through its savings banks. 

The question of when, if ever, this type 
of social legislation will be adopted in other 
areas is likely to depend to a considerable 
extent on the results in the Empire State. 
For this reason, if for no other, it is perti- 
nent to inquire how the experiment is work- 
ing out. g 

At the beginning of October, 13 banks had 
taken advantage of the provisions of the act 
(which, like the Massachusetts law, is op- 
tional) to engage in the business of selling 
life insurance, and had written policies in the 
aggregate amount of $5,836,200. Whether you 
regard this as a poor start or a good one 
will depend largely on what you take as a 
basis of comparison. 

Thirteen banks is a very small proportion 
of the total number in the State,-134. On 
the other hand, measured against the early 
days of the Massachusetts system, it ap- 
pears almost sensational. Although the Mas- 
sachusetts law became effective in June, 
1907, it was not until June, 1908, that the 
first insurance department was set up by the 
Whitman Savings Bank. It was well along 
in 1916—eight years after the beginning of 
the new insurance system—before the 
amount of insurance written reached the 
figure attained in New York State at the end 
of its first 10-months. And, while 18 banks 
seems like a small number, that total was 
not reached in Massachusetts until 1930. 

As to the “social results” of savings bank 
insurance in New York, the experiment 
seems to be fulfilling its mission quite as 
fully as in Massachusetts. Advocates of 
savings bank insurance have never, of 
course, pretended that it was to be regarded 
as a competitor of, or a substitute for, the 
coverage supplied by the mutual companies. 
Its purpose has been to meet the needs of 
the person of small means—the person who 
wanted a small amount of insurance, and 
who was willing to do without the luxury 
services afforded by the agency system in 
order to get it at rock-bottom price. 

Statistics indicate that it is doing just this. 
The average policy taken out in New York 
State has been for $840, and the average 
amount of insurance issued per individual 
has been only $1150. A recent check-up of 
policies issued to date in this State revealed 
that no less than 42 per cent were for per- 
sons who had no other insurance. 


Just who has been buying savings bank 
insurance in New York these last 10 months? 
No analysis has been made which would 
answer this categorically, but two of the 


‘less than normally opti 


larger institutions in Greater New York 
have classified their policyholders, and it is 
fair to assume that the picture presented by 
these two analyses is roughly representative 
of that of the system as a whole. This is 
how the purchases of the first 500 policies 
issued by the East New York Savings Bank 
were found to be divided: 
Clerks, laborers, waiters and the like — 51.4 per cent 
Mechanics (plumbers, carpenters, paint- 

ers and the like), tailors, chauffeurs, 

printers and druggists — -—- — — 25.0 per cent 
Housewives 


Less detailed is a study made by the 
Lincoln Savings Bank of Brooklyn, though 
the results are much the same. This analysis 
shows that 61 per cent of the policies 
issued by the bank during the first five 
months after the inauguration of its insur- 
ance department were for wage earners, 
clerical workers and farmers, ¥ per cent for 
professional persons and executives, 15 per 


cent for housemakers and students, and 14 


per cent for children. 

These figures generally tend to confirm 
the experience of 30 years of savings bank 
life insurance in Massachusetts. Statistics 
for. that State show that although it is 
theoretically possible for a person to buy 
almost $30,000 of insurance, over 90 per cent 
of the policyholders, after all these years, 
carry $3000 or less. 

Finally, there is the question of the ad- 
vantage of the insurance department to the 
bank as a practical business matter. Here 
it is too early to offer convincing statistics. 
Studies on the experience of Massachusetts 
show a pretty definite correlation between 
the expansion of the insurance business and 
that of the savings bank business. 

This much, however, is known: Of the 
policies issued by New York savings banks 
during the first 10 months, more than half 
have been issued to persons with no savings 
accounts, and more than 70 per cent to per- 
sons who did not have accounts at the banks 
where they bought their insurance. 

As the banks have issued more than 5000 
life insurance policies to date, this means 
that somewhere between 2500 and 3000 per- 
sons are coming in at regular intervals to 
pay their insurance

Wrote 1500 Dime Novels 
Under 27 Pseudonyms Be- 


tween 1876 and 1910. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
Luis P. Senarens, 76 years old, 
often called the “American Jules 
Verne,” who wrote 1500 dime noveis 
under 27 pseudonyms between 1876 
and 1910, died of heart trouble 
Tuesday in Kings County Hospital. 

Senarens created the fabulous 
Frank Reade (“Frank Reade and 
His Electric Snow Cutter,” “Frank 
Reade'’s Search for a Lost Man in 
His Latest Air Wonder,” “With 
Frank Reade Under the Indian 
Ocean,” etc.) and orecast in fic- 
tion many mechanical developments 
guch as the modern submarine, the 
armored car, the airplane and the 
dirigible. 

His literary aliases included 
Noname,“ “Police Captain How- 
ard,” W. J. Earle” and “Kit Clyde.” 
In 1910, he turned to writing for 
“pulp” adventure magazines and 
the movies. He retired in 1923. 


ARGENTINA REJECTS PROTEST 
ON SPEE CREW’S INTERNMENT 


Stands by Presidential Decree in 
Spite of Germany’s Ob- 
jections. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 28 (AP). 
~The Argentine Government an- 
nounced last night the rejection of 
a German protest against intern- 
ment of the crew of the scuttled 
Nazi pocket battleship, the Admiral 

Graf Spee. 

Interment of the crew, totaling 
1039 officers and men, was ordered 
by President Ortiz Dec. 19, two 
days after the damaged sea raid- 
er was blown up in the River Plate 
following a battle with British 
cruisers. 

Members of the crew are now 
quartered in the Argentine naval 
arsenal, pending their distribution 
in interior provinces. 

The Presidential decree ordering 
hteir interment, presumably for the 
course of the war, said that cost 
of maintaining the seamen would 
be charged against Germany.

On the Gulf flank, the 
persistent hammering of the So- 
viet fleet at the Finnish coast de- 
fenses on Koivisto Island is per- 
haps a tentative move toward try- 
ing to land behind the Finnish 
lines, but ice will bring that to a 
stop very soon if it has not done so 
already. Frontal attack is about 
all that remains. 

If Stalin wants Finland he is go- 
ing to have to pay a price for it; 
perhaps in the end a far greater 
price than he thought when he so 
light-heartedly ordered his generals 
(reluctant though they must have 
been, if they had any degree of 
military competence) to the attack. 


Finns Getting Outside Help 
Meanwhile from the outer world 
assistance is coming to Finland. 
We do not know the extent of that 
assistance, but it is reported that 
Britain is sending its second line 
planes, and this checks with a re- 
port that “shadow factory” meth- 


ods and freezing of models is so 
stepping up British production of 
newer types as to leave little room 
for doubt as to the safety of send- 
ing some of the older but still serv- 
iceable machines to the Finns. 
Swedish volunteers are coming, 
and Swedish money, food and mu- 
nitions. Indeed, the position of the 
Swedish Government is becoming, 
in historical perspective, much like 
that of Gustavus Adolphus in the 


Then society, which should be 
natural and organic, begomes me- 
chanical and organized. The pseu- 
do-revolutions do not even estab- 
lish collectivism. They establish 
collectivization — an organization 
superimposed upon inner chaos, 

The proof that this is so is war. 
For war is, at once, the last ex- 
pression of complete organization 
and of nihilism and destruction. 
The totally mobilized community in 
the service sof Death. 


That the pseudo-revolutions would 
make war was inevitable. They 
make it because it is the logical ex- 
pression of their nature. That 
Communism should make war is not 
natural nor inevitable, and is due, 
I believe, to the fact that Com- 
munism, too, and at the outset, 
abandoned civilized frames of refer- 
ence as part and parcel of an out- 
worn bourgeois structure. They 
are not indigenous to bourgeois so- 
ciety. They are values as old and 
older than Christendom, The Ten 
Commandments, which are a social 
document even more than they are 
a personal creed, were not invented 
by the Industrial Revolution, They 
are an outline for men’s relations 
with each other, that hold for any 
form of society—Feudal or capital- 
ist, or Socialist. i 


The Communists should have 
realized this, because the great at- 
tack of the Marx-Engels Communist 
Manifesto upon the existing finance- 
capitalist society was a moral and 
human attack. Finance-capitalistic 
society, in this very remarkable 
document, is denounced because it 
has cut human beings away from 
their moorings and broken the nat- 
ural ties that bind them to each 
other and to society. The critique 
of modern bourgeois society con- 
tained in this manifesto cannot be 
answered, It is simply true. 

Yet when this document comes to 
the declaration of its own aims and 
ideals, it becomes childish. 

It denounces the “bourgeois fam-

Next we have the strange case 
of Signor Benito Mussolini, dicta- 
tor of Italy. When, at the outset 
of the war, he calmly stayed neu- 
tral, thus apparently ditching his 


Berlin-Rome axis, Herr Adolf Hit- 
ler, observers everywhere  confi- 
dently predicted that Benito would 
brazenly join up with the Allies. 
But, while they waited impatiently 
for him to do the big flopover, he 
stayed tantalizingly inactive. Every 
once in a while, just to annoy peo- 
ple, he would announce, in sugared 
words, his high regard for Adolf 
up in Berlin. But not an Italian 
soldier budged out of his barracks, 
not an Italian warship steamed 
out of harbor. In great wrath, the 
prophets said that the French 
would serve a 24-hour ultimatum 
on Benito, demanding that he take 
sides definitely or face the conse- 
quences. The French, however, did 
nothing of the sort. Another guess 
gone wrong. 

Meanwhile, fixing their eyes on 
the Western front, one set of clair- 
voyants told the world that the 
soldiers of Gen. Gamelin, France’s 
Commander-in-Chief, would prove 
Hitler’s widely-advertised West

all decency is not gone out of this 
world of barbarism.” 

The Finns fight on, but one Finn- 
ish woman said to me the other 
day: It would take so little to 
save us, but nobody will do it.

Yet 
there is no slackening of effort by 
soldiers and civilians. Nor is there 
any abandonment to despair.

With that 
they look annihilation and death in 
the facegand prepare to die—but to 
die fighting. 
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tute what is known as wisdom. 

The rejection of human wisdom is 
the rejection of human civilization, 
and Communism is demonstrating 
today, after a long trial, that it also 
has no power to abolish despair. It 
has been lifted up, and it does not 
draw men unto it. It promises neith- 
er internal nor external serenity, 
dignity and peace.

The accumulation of shattered 
revolutionary Utopias does not, 
however, automatically re-establish 
the status quo. The pseudo-revolu- 
tions are the response to a desper- 
ate condition of affairs, made more 
desperate by the very failure of 
the pseudo-revolutions satisfactorily 
to remedy it. 

A renewed search for a Chris- 
tian solution, which is today at- 
tracting the most advanced and 
even radical minds, among them 
many who have gone through 
Marx with honest, scholarly care, 
is impeded by the other worldli- 
ness of the established churches, 
by the fact that they, too, are fitted 
into the framework of the rocking 
society and share the existing vest- 
ed interests, and by the fact that 
the Christian credo which, in the 
Gospels, is a profoundly social 
faith, has become too exclusively 
a doctrine of personal salvation. 

Yet, in the Judao-Christian faith 
and philosophy alone, for the West- 
ern world at least, it is possible to 
discern the outlines of that syn- 
thesis between discipline and free- 
dom, between nationalism and in- 
ternationalism, between equality 
and differentiation, between serv- 
ice and self-expression, between 
tradition and change, which is ob- 
viously what the world is seeking 
and which it calls “Peace” and 
“Democracy”—Ordered Liberty, and 
control by the people; the people 
being both a collective, or com- 
munity, and individual persons, and 
being not “people,” only herds or 
masses, unless they function both 
socially and individually. 


The search for Peace, therefore, 
is a search for a new international 
society, integrated to a common 
goal, We have got to think of 
“peace” rather than of “peace 
terms.” 

That seemed to me to be part of 
the Encyclical of Pius XII; it is 
implicit in his Christmas address; 
and it is implicit in the gesture of 
the President.

Plant Wages for City Rose 
From $62,820,000 in 1933 
to $111,305,000 in 1937. 


Wages paid by manufacturing 
establishments in St. Louis dropped 
from $133,051,352 in 1929 to $62,- 
820,341 in 1933, but had risen again 
to $111,305,834 by 1937, it was 
shown today in a report issued by 
Secretary of Commerce Harry L. 
Hopkins at Washington. 

In 1937, the last year covered by 
the report, the city ranked twelfth 
highest in manufacturing wages 
among the nation’s 3070 counties 


and cities like St. Louis which are 
not in a county. The leading area 
was Wayne County, Michigan, 
which includes Detroit, with wages 
of $684,515,254. 

The report indicated that St. 
Louis had suffered less keenly from 
the effect of the depression than 
many other large manufacturing 
centers in which industry is less 
diversified. Although the city’s 
wages declined 52.8 per cent from 
1929 to 1933, its position among the 
leading areas rose from thirteenth 
to tenth. 

As a moderate degree of recovery 
took place between 1933 and 1937, 
the city’s wages increased 77.2, but 
the city dropped back to twelfth 
place among the leaders, since oth- 
er centers showed an even greater 
increase. 

Of the 3070 counties and cities, 
150 accounted for 75 per cent of all 
manufacturing wages paid in 1937. 
Manufacturers in these areas paid 
$7,583,224,657 for the year. In the

ATURALLY enough, most med- 

ical progress is technical and 

would be too difficult for un- 
derstanding by the lay reader. How- 
ever, I will run through rapidly 
the results of my investigations of 
progress in 1939, more in order to 
acquaint the reader with the wide 
range of medical activities than for 
any other reason. 

Obstetrics—In this ancient and 
fundamental department of medical 
practice, it is reported that new 
procedures include elective induc- 


tion of labor and progress in the 


relief of pain during labor. A few 
voices, whose calling would sound 
better in the pre-Victorian wilder- 
ness than today, oppose the relief 
of pain during labor. One woman 
physician said, Child-bearing is so 


essential an experience to a woman 
that the thwarting of its normal 
course by the use of analgesics 
may cause damage to her personal- 
ity.” The modern obstetrician, 
however, has more sensible views 
‘and it may be said that several 
safe and effective methods of pre- 
venting pain in labor are available. 

Blood Diseases—This is an ex- 
tremely active field at present and 
methods of diagnosis by tapping 
the bone marrow, etc., have been 
introduced, Great progress has 
been made in the treatment of 
spontaneous hemorrhages and 
hemorrhagic states by the use of 
vitamin K. Vitamin K is neces- 
sary for blood clotting and can be 
introduced into the blood stream 
when it is not absorbed.

Neurology—In neurology the ex- 
istence of vitamin deficiency states 
has been found to be the cause of 
many nervous syndromes. It has, 
indeed, been claimed that all cases 
of neuritis are due to deficiency of 
vitamin B. Treatment is obvious on 
this basis. 

In Meniere’s disease, or recurrent 
vertigo, two procedures have been 
found successful. One is Dandy’s 
operation, which severs the equilib- 
rium branch of the auditory nerve. 
The operation is now selective so 
that deafness, as in former years, 
does not result. 

The shock treatment of depressed 
mental states, including dementia 
praecox, is widely used. This is the 
treatment which was brought back 
by a young American doctor from 
Europe, with the words, “I have 
seen a mircle.” It is indeed mirac- 
ulous to see the dementia praecox 
patient, who has been in a state of 
living death, unresponsive, unable 
to eat or to attend to the bare 
necessities of life, “snap out of it” 
after the use of metrazol. 

Dermatology—In psoriasis, sar- 
saparilla and vitamin D have been 
used. Vitamin D has alse been 
used in acne. 


Horny conditions of the skin 
have been treated by vitamin A. 

X-Ray — Improvement has been 
made in the examination of the 
gall bladder, the spinal canal, the 
brain, the breast, the placenta, the 
liver and the spleen. 

Super-voltage rays have shown 
improvement. 

The treatment of x-ray sickness, 
which follows intensive treatment, 
has been relieved by the use of an 
ozone mask and the use of large 
amounts of sugar during the treat- 
ment. 

The brilliant results of x-ray 
treatment in cancer of the skin are 
coming to the surface. Cancer of

F you are of the 80 per cent of 

American women who have dry 

or sensitive skin, you have a defi- 
nite complexion problem during 
the nippy weather and perhaps sev- 
eral suggested treatments have not 
sufficed to keep your skin as 
smooth and translucent as you de- 
sire. 

Chapped, rough dry skin is no 
fun, It isn’t comfortable and it 
certainly robs you of complexion 
charm, But how to correct the con- 
dition satisfactorily has many a 
cosmetician experimenting! 

Occasional daubs of lotions and. 
creams give only temporary relief 
as you know, for it requires a reg- 
ular, daily routine to keep the skin 
from flaking or scaling and sub- 
dued in tone! 

A clean skin best resists irrita- 
tions, so therefore it is essential to 
wash it with a rich bland soap 
lather at least three times a week. 
Dirt and other surface impurities 
must never be allowed to remain 
and join forces with the irritations 
of the elements! 


x * * 


AFTER MUCH research about 
this type of skin, I find that a 
cleansing with cream before the 
soap and water washing is the bet- 
ter method. Scrub it at night before 
going to bed and, if it is very sen- 
sitive, rub on a bit of pure mineral 
oil, Ordinary dry skins react fa- 
vorably to a rich lubricating night 
cream which should be rinsed off in 
the morning with cold water (not 
hot)—-especially if you are going 
out early in brisk weather. Or you 
may use the mildest of skin tonics 
instead of the water if you prefer. 

Before you apply make-up you 
must definitely use a foundation 


lotion or cream, I cannot give you 


specific help in selecting any par- 
ticular brand as some dry skins 


favor a lotion while other textures 
require a cream consistency. In- 
quire about the several good prep- 
rations of both consistencies 
which are mixed for dry skin pro- 
tection, and ask the most inteili- 
gent looking salesgirl to help you 
with your selection. Some drug- 
gists are able assistants also, as 
they know pretty much what a 
cream contains, 
* * * 

WHEN YOUR skin has just been 
washed and dried thoroughly it is 
good to massage it with your palms. 
No cream nor lotion—simply rub 
clean palms against clean face with 
movements going upward from the 
chin, This exercises lazy pores and 
they give more freely of natural 
lubricating oils. Frequently this 
daily treatment substitutes for a 
makeup foundation, for I have seen 
dry skins which look “sticky” when 
a foundation is applied. 

Those of you who believe in a 
one-cream treatment should select 
a rich cold cream, Use it for cleans- 
ing, then wash your face, apply the 
cream again and wipe as much ot 
it off as possible. What remains 
may serve as a makeup base. The 
same rich cream may be used as 
a nightly skin lubrication. 

Facial exercises are most effica- 
cious if you will do them regu- 
larly, sitting before a mirror. Make 
faces at yourself while cream is on 
your skin, after you have massaged 
it well to tone up the tiny muscles,

The controversy which ensued 
did not concern the bidding. I ad- 
lait that my second bid should have 
been three diamonds, but my ac- 
tual bid was brought about by the 
fact that on a hand dealt shortly 
before I had made a positive re- 
sponse to an opening two bid with 
a king-queen and a queen-jack and 
had eventually played the hand at 
seven no trump, being forced to 
take a finesse in each of three suits 
and find two suits breaking favor- 
ably, one of which didn’t happen, 
so on this hand I attempted to be a 
trifle discouraging. 

“The ace of spades captured the 
opening lead, and after studying 
the dummy for about five minutes 
I remarked that it might as well 
be now as later and took the dia- 
mond finesse, which lost to a sin- 
gleton king. 

“My partner maintained that I 
should have run the clubs and 
hearts before trying the diamond 
finesse, with the hope that some- 
body would discard diamonds. I 
pointed out that, in that event, 
should the king be right, twice 
guarded, I left myself no chance to 
fulfill the contract. He then 
changed to the contention that I 
should have at least run my clubs 
with this hope. 

“I contented myself by pointing 
out that there were several spades 
that could be used for discards, that 
such reasoning (?) was the product 
of an unsound mind and the har- 
binger of senility, and inquired why 
in blazes he wanted to bid seven of 
anything, especially no trump. 
However, all hands were against 
me, including the absentee hus- 
band, when he learned of what had 
happened, maintaining that I was 
dodging the issue and that I had 
misplayed the hand. If you care to 
comment, I would appreciate it, 
Maybe I’m nuts. T. S., Texas.” 


Criticism of the type offered the 
luckless declarer, my correspondent, 
might well be used as advertising 
copy by lunatic asylums, Person- 
ally, I would be afraid to tell a 
partner that he “should have run 
the club suit before taking the dia- 
mond finesse,” because (a) I would
